B arradose, to g eth er w ith his brother, 
w ho is supposed to have in stig ated th e 
m assacre, have been executed on th e 
spot w here th e w holesale killing took 
place under the cruel governor's direc­ 
tions. 
T he cause of R am iasatra's sanguinary 
conduct originated in the fact th a t he 
fiercely resented a petition 
for th e 
populace addressed to the governm ent 
asking protection from his repeated acts 
of cruelty. 
T his so enraged th e gov­ 
ern o r th a t he com m enced to slaugh­ 
te r m en. w om en and children, and con­ 
tinued so doing for several days.

roads throughout the state; to require tele­ 
graph companies doing business In this state 
to keep their offices open at all hours of the 
day and night in cities having more than 10,000 
inhabitants. 
T he senate passed th e b ill req u irin g 
corporations to pay th e ir 
em ployes 
w eekly; also th e bill to cede to th e 
U nited S tates governm ent certain lan d s 
in Rock Island.

ROGER A. PRYOR. 
Roger A. Pryor was born near Peters­ 
burg, Va., July IO, 1828, was graduated 
from Sidney college, at Hampden, Va., 
in 1845, was admitted to the bar, but en­ 
tered journalism, serving successively on 
The Washington Union, The Richmond 
Enquirer and The South, which latter 
paper he established at Richmond. 
He 
fought several duels during his journal­ 
istic career, was elected to congress in 
1859 to fill a vacancy, was re-elected in 
1860, but did not take his seat. His 
sympathies were with the south, and he 
went to Charleston to witness the firing 
on Sumter. He was elected to the Con­ 
federate congress, but soon after entered 
the Confederate army as a colonel and 
rose to be a brigadier general. 
He re­ 
signed in 1863, was captured in 1864, 
and was confined in Fort Lafayette. He 
settled in New York in 1865, where he 
has since practiced law.

An E lectrical E xpert Speak# o f J a n esv ille’* 
Prospect#, 
“ I fees Janesville 'n to have two more 
electric light plants,” said H . P . Claike, 
formerly with the United States Elec­ 
tric company, but now of Brodhead, at 
the Grand Hotel this morning. 
“ Both are to be the incandescent sys­ 
tem too. 
It wonld pay Janesville capi­ 
talists to build a fuel gas plant. This 
gas, Beld for twenty-five cents a thou­ 
sand feet, is tbe cheapest and best for 
lighting and heating of anything that I 
know of. Did you ever ees a fuel gas 
burner? You see fail gas is more for 
heat than for light, and a peculiar burner^ 
oailed 
a ‘stockingette’ 
is necessary* 
A ‘stookingette ’ is made of Borne sort of 
cloth—that is, it is woven in the form of 
a cylinder tapering from one end to the 
ether. It is about five iuohes long, and 
an inch in diameter. WheD these oases 
are first made they are dipped in certain 
solutions the nature of which is a seoret 
and afterward baked on a mould in an 
oven. Tbe intense heat burns the fiber 
of the doth away and leaves the case 
composed of a fire-proof metal.
